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Summary:  These regulations establish requirements for educational training and examination for an
Occupationa Therapist to be digible for licensure to assure safe ddlivery of occupational therapy to the
citizens of the Commonweslth.
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18 VAC 85-80-10. Definitions.

The following words and terms when used in this chapter shall have the following meanings, unless the

context clearly indicates otherwise:

"ACOTE" means the Accreditation Council for Occupationa Therapy Education

“ Active practicd’ _means a minimum of 160 hours of professiona practice as an occupationa therapist

within the 24 month-period immediatdly preceding renewa or application for licensure, if previoudy

licensed or cetified in another jurisdiction. The active practice of occupational therapy may include

supervisory, administrative, educational or consultative activities or responsihilities for the ddivery of such

SErVices.

"Advisory board" means the Advisory Board of Occupational Therapy.

"Board" meansthe Virginia Board of Medicine.

“Contact hour” means 60 minutes of time spent in continued learning activity.

"Certification National examination” means the rational examination appreved-and prescribed by NBCOT

for certification as an occupational therapist and approved for licensurein Virginia
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“NBCOT" means the National Board for Certification in Occupational Therapy, under which the national

examination for certification is developed and implemented.

"Occupationa therapy personnd™ means persons who provide occupational therapy services under the

supervision of alicensed occupational therapist.

PART II1I.

Renewal of Licensure, Reinstatement.

18 VAC 85-80-70. Biennial renewal of licensure.

A. An occupationa therapist shall renew his licensure biennially during his birth month in each even

numbered year by:

1. Paying to the board the renewal fee prescribed in 18 VAC 85-80-120; and

2. Indicating whether-or-net that he has been-prefessionally been engaged in the active practice

of occupational therapy for at least 160 hours during each biennial renewal cycle.

3. Attesting to completion of continued competency requirements as prescribed in 18 VAC 85-

80-71.

B. An occupationa therapist whose licensure has not been renewed by the first day of the month

fallowing the month in which renewa is required shal be-dropped-from-thelicensare ol C-An pay
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an additional feeto

beard as prescribed in 18 VAC 85-80-120.

18 VAC 85-80-71. Continued competency regquirementsfor renewal of an active license.

A. In ode to renew an active license biennialy, a practitioner shall complete the Continued

Competency Activity and Assessment Form which is provided by the board and which shall indicate

completion of at least 20 contact hours of continuing learning activities as follows:

1. A minimum of 10 of the 20 hours shal be in Type 1 activities offered by a sponsor or

organization recognized by the profession and may include in-service training, salf-study courses,

continuing education courses, specialty certification or professional workshops.

2. No morethan 10 of the 20 hours may be Type 2 activities, which may include consultation with

another therapist, independent reading or research, preparation for a presentation or other such

experiences which promote continued learning.

B. A practitioner shall be exempt from the continuing competency reguirements for the first biennia

renewal following the date of initial licensurein Virginia.

C. The practitioner shall retain in his records the completed form with all supporting documentation for

aperiod of six years following the renewal of an activelicense,
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D. The board shall periodically conduct a random audit of at least one to two percent of its active

licensess to determine compliance.  The practitioners sdected for the audit shall provide the

completed Continued Competency Activity and Assessment Form and all supporting documentation

within 30 days of recaiving notification of the audit.

E. Failure to comply with these requirements may subject the licensee to disciplinary action by the

board.

F. Theboard may grant an extension of the deadline for continuing competency requirements, for up to

one year, for good cause shown upon awritten request from the licensee prior to the renewal date.

G. The board may grant an exemption for all or part of the requirements for circumstances beyond the

control of the licensee, such as temporary disability, mandatory military service, or officially declared

disagters.

18 VAC 85-80-72. Inactivelicensure.

A. A licensed occupational therapist who holds a current, unrestricted licensein Virginiashall,

upon a request on the renewal application and submission of the required fee, be issued an inactive

license. The holder of an inactive license shall not be required maintain hours of active practice or mest

the continued competency requirements of 18 VAC 85-80-71 and shall not be entitled to perform any

act requiring alicense to practice occupational therapy in Virginia

B. Aninactivelicensee may reactivate his license upon submission of the following:
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1. Anapplication as required by the board;

2. A payment of the difference between the current renewal fee for inactive licensure and the renewal

feefor active licensure;

3. If the license has been inactive for two to six years, documentation of having engaged in the active

practice of occupational therapy or having completed a board-approved practice of 160 hours

within 60 consecutive days under the supervision of a licensed occupational therapist, or if the

license has been inactive for six or more years, documentation of having completed a board-

approved practice of 320 hours within four consecutive months under the supervision of a licensed

occupationa therapist; and

4. Documentation of completed continued competency hours equal to the requirement for the number

of years, not to exceed four years, in which the license has been inactive.

5. An occupational therapist who has alowed his licensure to lapse for six years or more, and

who has been professionaly inactive, shal serve a board-approved practice of 320 hours to be

completed in four consecutive months under the supervision of alicensed occupationa therapist.

C. Theboard reserves the right to deny a request for reactivation to any licensee who has been determined

to have committed an act in violation of § 54.1-2914 of the Code of Virginia or any provisions of this

chapter.
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18 VAC 85-80-80. Reinstatement.

A. An occupationa therapist who alows his licensure to lapse fer-aperiod-of-two-or-meore—years and

chooses to resume his practice shall-make-a-hew submit a reinstatement application to the board,

submit information on practice and licensure or certification in other jurisdictions during the period in

which the license was lapsed, and payment—of pay the fee for renstatement of his licensure as

prescribed in 18 VAC 85-80-120 B-of-this-chapter.

B. An occupational therapist who has alowed his licensure to lapse for two years but less than six years

or-mere, and who has beenprefessionally-hactive engaged in active practice, shall serve a board-

approved practice of 160 hours to be completed in two consecutive months under the supervision of a

licensed occupational therapist.

C. An occupational therapist who has allowed his licensure to lapse for six years or more, and who has not

engaged in active practice, shall serve a board-approved practice of 320 hours to be completed in four

consecutive months under the supervision of alicensed occupational therapist.

D. An applicant for reinstatement shall meet the continuing competency requirements of 18 VAC 85-80-

71 for the number of years the license has been lapsed, not to exceed four years.

€ E. An occupational therapist whose licensure has been revoked by the board and who wishes to be
reinstated shall make a new application to the board and payment of the fee for reinstatement of his
licensure as prescribed in 18 VAC 85-80-120 pursuant to § 54.1.2921 of the Code of Virginia.

PART V.
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Fees.

18 VAC 85-80-120. Feses.

The following fees have been established by the board:

1. Theinitia feefor the occupationd therapist licensure shal be $100.

2. Thefeefor reinstatement of the occupational therapist licensure shall be $150.

3. Thefeefor licensure renewa of an active license shdl be $85 or of an inactive license shal be

$65. It and shal be duein the birth month of the licensed therapist in each even numbered year.

4. Theadditiona feeto cover administrative costs for processing a late application shall be $25 for

each renewal cycle.

5. Thefeefor aletter of good standing or verification to another state for alicense shall be $10.

6. Thefeefor reinstatement of revoked licensure shall be $500.
